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THE REAL MEANING 
OF MILLWALL 


Everyone is by now 
aware that the BNP lost 
its only council seat in 
last month’s election. 

What is rather less well 
known is that this 
occurred despite a 
massive increase in the 
BNP vote. 

Derek Beackon’s vote 
improved by an incredible 
38 per cent on his total 
last September. His fellow 
BNP candidates in Millwall 

{| — Gordon Callow and 

1 Alan Smith — also 
improved on that result 
by nearly 20 per cent. 

The BNP is seeking a 
judicial review of the 
election, and an official 

| investigation to ascertain 
whether massive fraud 
took place. The details of 
the party’s allegations are 
discussed more fully on 
page 8 of this newspaper. 

What can be said with 
certainty is that we did 
not lose Millwall through 

į any reduction in votes. In 
fact, the number of votes 
| gained by the BNP was 
the highest in its history. 
| This was true not only 
in Millwall but elsewhere. 

Just over a year ago, 
the BNP was rejoicing at 
gaining a single result of 
627 votes (20 per cent of 

i the poll) in a council by- 

| election at Millwall. It was 
the best result ever 
achieved by the party at 
that time, and was 
regarded as a sensational 
result. Last month, that 
result was bettered by no 
less than twelve BNP 
candidates. This was 
despite the fact that the 
BNP was this time fight- 
ing over thirty seats, and 
thus spreading its re- 
sources far more thinly. 

The votes achieved in 
London and elsewhere 
last month were the best 
ever achieved by a nation- 
alist party in Britain. A 
report in the Independent 
newspaper the following 
Saturday stated: ‘The 
failure of the British 
National Party to win a 
council seat in East 
London masks a huge 


increase in local support | 


for the ultra-right organ- 
isation.”’ 

It is no exaggeration to 
say that the BNP’s latest 
election results are in fact 
‘a more important break- 
through than the Millwall

The British National Party is now 
the only political party which wants to 
see homosexuality made illegal again. 
The BNP believes British people need 
to be protected from these odious 
perverts, particularly as many of them 
are infecting our community with filthy 
diseases such as AIDS. 


DISEASES 


Queers not only spread AIDS and 
other appalling diseases, they are a 
danger to the moral welfare of our 
children. Queers often claim that they 
only want to bugger adults, and that 
they are no more a danger to young 
boys than normal men are to young 
girls. 

Yet this argument is simply not 
supported by the facts. Only a few 
weeks ago, the homo lobby launched a 
massive campaign, spearheaded by 
odious Tory MP Edwina Curry, to get 
the ‘age of consent’ for queers lowered 


to just sixteen. This would in effect 
‘allow homosexuals to bugger school- 


boys — which is precisely what they 


have always claimed they did not want 
to do. 


PROPAGANDA 


The Conservative government, 
abetted by left-wing local authorities, is 
still allowing homosexual propaganda 
to be fed to our school children. This 
occurs not only in schools, but via 
television (all the popular soap operas 


have a lovable ‘gay’ character), pop‘ 


music, and any other medium which 
can carry the perverted message. 
Since political liberalism took hold 
in the ‘swinging sixties’, the long- 
suffering public have been forced to 
accept revolting perversions and 
immoral ideologies as ‘normal’. The 
attitude of the controlled media is that 
if we do not accept homosexuality, 
pornography and other perversions 
legalised by Tory and Labour govern- 
ments, it is us who are abnormal. | 
And it doesn’t stop there. Once the 
liberal left gets a foothold, its arrogant 
demands simply become ever more 
strident — and Tory governments are

TORY queer Robin Wood wants to 
legalise buggery at sixteen 


just as happy to surrender as Labour 
governments. Remember, it was a 
Tory MP, Edwina Curry, who led the 
demand for buggery at sixteen. 
Already, we are under pressure 
from the Hard Left to legalise drugs 
such as cannabis. If this happens, how 
long will it be before we are told to 
legalise heroine or crack? This is how 
the cancer of liberalism spreads, 
beginning with small concessions and 
gradually chipping away at every 
established rule in society. The Tories 
are in the end just as weak as Labour 
in failing to stand up to the left-wing 
bully boys. This is why John Major’s 
‘back to basics’ policy collapsed. 


GRIM 


Dagenham is rightly proud of its 
place as a major centre of Britain’s 
motor industry. The local Ford 
works not only employs over 9,000 
directly but many thousands more 
in the area earn their living serving 
Fords or are indirectly dependant 
upon it by way of Fords’ employees 
being their customers. If Fords 
‘were to close down, or to create 
large redundancies, it would be 
disastrous for the whole area. 


CHEAP LABOUR 


But these things could happen, 
and they could happen quite soon. It 
is generally recognised throughout the 
business world that investment capital 
is moving to the countries where 
labour is cheapest, mainly on what is 
called the Asian Rim: Singapore, 
Malaysia, Taiwan, North and South 
Korea and, not least, China. Even in 
advanced Japan labour costs are much 
lower than in Britain, Europe or the 
U.S.A. 


PRODUCTION 


What is to stop Fords, or any 
other motor company in Britain for 
that matter, shutting down its 
factories and transferring production 
to Asia — when by doing so it can 
produce its vehicles more cheaply and 
still make bigger profits for its 
shareholders? 

Indeed, companies like Fords 
probably will be forced to do this 
before long simply to stay in business 
— for if they do not others will, and 
they just could not compete with that 
cheap labour, no matter how hard or 
efficiently their employees work. 

The Tory Government has made 
itself powerless to stop this. It is 
committed to a policy which allows 
the free movement of investment 
capital across the world, with no 
recognition of natural boundaries at 
national interests. And not only that, 
it is equally committed to free trade. 
That means motor vehicles made in 
these cheap labour Asian factories 
being imported into Britain to sell at 
prices with which British factories 
cannot possibly compete. 


NO ALTERNATIVE 


And Labour and the Liberal 
Democrats offer no alternative. They 
are committed to exactly the same 
policies. If you doubt us, ask them! 

So what hope for British motor 
workers, whether under Tory, Labour 
or Liberal Democrat governments? 

This leaves the BNP. How would 
the BNP protect Britain’s vulnerable 
motor industry? 


STRICT CURBS 


We would do three things. First, a 
BNP Government would place strict 
‘curbs on the movement of investment 
capital out of Britain. Owners of 
factories in this country would not be 
allowed to send capital abroad except 
in special cases where government 
could be convinced that the British 
economy would benefit — and these 
most certainly would not include 
cases of ‘relocation’ whereby 
factories in Britain were shut down in 
order to transfer production overseas. 


SELECTIVE BANS 


Second, a BNP Government 
would place selective bans on imports 
into this country, which would 
include most categories of goods 
which can be produced in Britain. 
Most certainly, motor vehicles would 
be among these. In effect, it would 
mean that eventually no motor 
vehicles would be imported. In the 
shorter term, strict quotas for imports

DAGENHAM faces disaster if the Ford Motor Company (above) closes down 


and transfers its production to Third World countries. Yet this 
could indeed happen in the near future. The present Tory Government 
— and Labour and the Liberal Democrats — support the free movement 
of investment capital across borders. This means they would do nothing 
to stop the American owners of Fords ‘relocating’ in Malaysia, Korea or 
some other far off country where labour is cheap and production costs a 
fraction of what they are in Britain. The British National Party, on the 
other hand, would not permit factories to be closed in Britain in order for 
jobs to be provided for Third Worlders. We would strictly control the 
movement of investment capital so as to ensure that it served the needs of 
industry in Britain. 


would be granted while motor 
industry production in the United 
Kingdom expanded to cater for the 
increase in the home market. With 
this expansion, import quotas would 
be progressively reduced until they 
amounted to zero, when all demand 
for motor vehicles would be met by 
British factories. | 


FOREIGN BOARDROOMS 


Finally, as is well known, most of 
what is left of the motor industry in 
Britain today is foreign-owned, 
including of course Fords. We in the 
BNP regard this as a wholly 


undesirabie state of affairs, as it 
means that decisions affecting the 
livelihoods of British motor industry 
workers are made in foreign 
boardrooms. It would be our policy 
eventually to bring about the transfer 
of such firms as Fords to British 
ownership, so that the decisions 
affecting the future of these 
companies would be made in this 
country and outside foreign influence 
or control. 

Only by these measures can a 
strong motor industry in Britain be 
preserved and the jobs of British 
motor workers be protected. 


GOODBYE TO 


BRIAN GOULD

There is not the slightest doubt that 
as the election campaign in 
‘Dagenham warms up the opponents

HEALTH SERVICE 


One poster put up during May’s 
council elections made the ridiculous 
allegation that the BNP’s policy was to 
abolish the National Health Service. 
The ‘evidence’ used to support this was 
a Single article published in one of our 
magazines which made some critical 
comments about the way the Health 
Service was run but in no way 
proposed its abolition. For the record, 
the writer of this article has spent a 
large part of his lifetime as an NHS 
administrator. 


Just to get things straight, the BNP, 
far from seeking to do away with the 
National Health Service, would in fact 
ensure more money was spent on it 
than is the case now. We would find 
this money by abolishing most of 
Britain’s overseas aid programme. We 


' believe our obligation is to care for the 
| sick in this country, not in Ethiopia or 


— 


Mozambique. 


‘ANTI-NAZI LEAGUE’ 


Another ruse our opponents employ 
is to call us ‘Nazis’. Indeed, the most 
prominent anti-BNP organisation in this 
country has the nerve to call itself the 
‘Anti-Nazi League’. 

Just what is a ‘Nazi’? In the minds 
of most people a Nazi is a totalitarian 
— one who does not respect the rights 
of those who hold different opinions 
and who wants to ban such people by 
law. : 

Well, the fact is that the BNP fully 
respects the rights of those who hold 
opinions different from its own. We 
have not suggested any ban being 
placed on the ‘Anti-Nazi League’ — 
although they have repeatedly 
demanded that we be banned. When 
the ANAL was recently refused 


permission to hire a meeting hall for a 


rally against the BNP in East London 
we publicly opposed that refusal. 


BANNED 


Under a BNP Government, every 
political party, of whatever shade, 
would have the right to hire publicly- 
owned meeting halls in all parts of the 
country. As things are at present, the 
BNP is itself banned from hiring 


meeting halls in almost every area and ` 


under whateve. iocal authority — Tory, 


| Labour or Liberal Democrat. 


In other words, our opponents 
falsely accuse us of the very things of 
which they are guilty themselves! 


The other big lie put out by the 


opponents of the BNP is the one which 
alleges we use violence. The mass 
media have been quick to jump on the 


bandwaggon here and subscribe to the 
same allegations. 

What are the facts? During the 
recent council elections there were 
three serious incidents of violence 
involving the BNP. Each one took 
place against our people. First, a 
parcel bomb exploded:in the face of 
the party’s Head of Administration as 
he opened some mail. Next, a BNP 
candidate was savagely attacked in the 
street while he was canvassing, and he 
received injuries which resulted in the 
loss of his right eye. Then the party’s 
Press Officer was set upon and badly 
beaten up by three men who gained 
entry to his home posing as council 
officials. 


ATTACKS 


Our opponents made their policy 
clear in a TV programme, Open 
Space, shown in 1992 with the willing

co-operation of the BBC. In this 
programme one of their spokesmen, 


Claiming to represent a group calling 


itself ‘Anti-Fascist Action’, called 
openly for the BNP to be met “‘by 


force’’ and physically **smashed.’’ The 


actions of the BNP’s opponents both 
before and since that time have been 
consistent with this call. There have 
been repeated physical attacks on our 
members by “Anti-Fascist Action’ and 
the ‘Anti-Nazi League’ — though of 
course there has been little of this in 
the papers. 

For our part, we maintain the right 
of our members to defend themselves 
if they are attacked but we strictly 
forbid them to use force against anyone 
in any other circumstances. Annex 1 of 
our Constitution, entitled ‘Code of 
Conduct’, specifically states: - 


‘‘No member of the party is 
permitted to attack physically, 
or in any other way inflict 
physical harm on, any other 
person... whatever the provo- 
cation.” 


So the next time you hear about the 
BNP being referred to as a ‘party of- 
violence’, understand this story for 
what it is — a piece of propaganda 
fiction, put out by our opponents to 
deflect attention from their own, very 


real, record of violence — mainly 


against us! ' 

The vicious thuggery of extreme

FRAUD 


Meanwhile, a ‘‘scheming’’ woman 


staged a £150,000 fraud over six years 
to send her children to top public 
schools. 

Geraldine Oriola was jailed for 
three years and nine months after 
admitting eight counts of fraud. 

Inner London crown court was told 
Oriola used at least five false names to 
claim income support. The former 
sociology student also claimed housing

INSIDE INFORMATION 
| According to the ST, police en- 


quiries have revealed that dozens of 
well-educated, highly-trained Nigerians 


: have been assigned to get jobs in gove- 


rnment offices and local authorities in 
Britain to provide inside information on 
how to defraud the benefits system. 

Nigerian operatives attend ‘fraud 
schools’ in London and Lagos and are 
issued with a booklet advising them 
how to establish dozens of false ident- 
ities in order to set up bank accounts, 
get credit cards, claim student grants, 
income support, housing benefits and 
make false insurance claims. 

One group was defrauding gov- 
ernment departments of £7.5m a year. 


EXPLOITING 
A senior detective told how the 
Nigerian ‘mafia’ was ‘‘cynically 


exploiting our welfare system and 
service industries.’’ 

According to the Sunday Times, 
‘‘The syndicates are almost exclusively 
illegal immigrants on visitors’ visas.” 
The report, however, emphasised that 
‘‘most Nigerians are honest and hard 


_ working.” 


The syndicates are divided into 


- secret cells, rather like the IRA. A. 


typical cell includes a counterfeiter, a 


_ drug dealer, a bank worker, and a hou- 


sing officer to set up false addresses. 
The key to criminal success is the 
obtaining of a birth certificate. With 


‘this, the fraudster can obtain all the 
- other forms of official ID, such as 
` national insurance numbers, benefits 


documents, credit cards etc. 
Other soft targets include student 


' grants and loans. Michael Olusoji, an 
= illegal immigrant from Nigeria using 
_ 37 aliases, was jailed in April 1993 for 
' tricking 17 British universities into 


paying him £89,000 in grant cheques 

— without ever attending a lecture.

NATIONALISTS’ joy at the BNP’s 
victories this month was tinged with 
sadness over the fall of South 
Africa.

FUTURE GENERATIONS 


The answer is, that we are not 


just concerned about the welfare of 


today’s whites, but more importantly, 


| that of future generations. We believe 
only a tiny minority of our people are 
, genuinely ‘evil’ — most people are 


simply unaware that they are being 
duped, or are too scared to admit that 
they know the truth.

After 1945, just as in the rest of 
the Western world, the cancer of 
liberalism began to take hold of South 
African society.

TREMENDOUS SUCCESSES 


IN COUNCIL ELECTIONS 


‘Huge increase’, says enemy newspaper 


The recent local government elec- 
tions must be regarded as a tremendous 
success for the BNP. Despite our 
_ failure to win control of London’s Isle 
of Dogs — in circumstances that have 
led the party to request an official 
enquiry into the possibility of electoral 
malpractice — the story was of 
progress everywhere, particularly in 
the London area, where some results 
were little short of sensational. This is 
not just our own view. The Indep- 
endent, a newspaper implacably hostile 
to the BNP, reported on the Saturday- 
following that the Isle of Dogs defeat 
‘‘masked a huge increase in local 
support for the ultra-right organ- 
isation.”’ 


In Millwall itself, the BNP vote. 


actually increased by a third from 
Derek Beackon’s winning total last 
September, but Labour won the ward 
as a result of a massive mobilisation of 
Asian voters. In a separate report in 
this bulletin it is explained why we 
have reason to suspect that a great 
number of these voters were legally 
disqualified from taking part in the 
election. 

Elsewhere the BNP made big gains, 
some of them spectacular. Our 
candidate in the Beckton Ward of 
Newham, Michael Davidson, who lost 
the sight of an eye in a vicious attack 
on his canvassing team, won 459 votes 
and came not so far from winning a 
seat. His colleague Peter Hart obtained 
457, the two votes making a total of 33 
per cent. In the nearby Custom House 
& Silvertown Ward the BNP won 
2,168 votes, which in a larger ward 
came to 26.5 per cent of the poll. 

In the three other wards of Tower 


Hamlets where the party stood candid- _ 


ates the votes were exceptionally good 
— particularly when it is borne in mind 
that these areas received a fraction of 
he input of activity that was given to 
Millwall. 

In drawing up a general summary of 
votes and poll percentages we have to 
make allowance for the fact that in 
some areas the BNP was standing one 
candidate while the main parties were 
fielding two or three. The percentages 
here have to be calculated in accord- 
ance with the probable total of votes 
the BNP would have won had it 
entered the full number of candidates 
to which it was entitled. This 
percentage is obtained by multiplying 
the BNP vote by two or three, as the 
case may be.

The disbanding of the multi-racial Commonwealth and its replace- 
ment by a new Commonwealth of self-governing white states. 


British ownership and control of British industry and resources. 


Protection of British industry by the selective exclusion of foreign 
manufactured goods from the British market. 


An end to the financial swindle that causes inflation and slump, 


and its replacement by a sane and fair financial system that will 
give the people the purchasing power to buy the goods they 


produce. 


@ The subordination of the power of the City to the power of 
government, and the resend of the City to the needs of 


British industry. 


@ The regeneration of British farming, with the object of achieving 
the maximum self-sufficiency in food; also the restoration of our 
fishing industry by protection of our traditional fishing grounds. 

@ A healthy environment for a healthy people — the protection of 
our countryside and an end to the architectural disfigurement of 


our towns and cities. 


Tougher treatment of criminals, including the return of the death 


penalty. 


@ Areturn to traditional methods of education, with stronger discip- 
linen the classroom and the sacking of * trendy’ teachers. 
An alternative defence strategy: withdrawal from NATO; closure 
of all foreign military and air bases in Britain; British withdrawal 
from the war in former Yugoslavia, where no British interest is at 
stake; the bringing home of British forces from Germany; the 
strengthening of Britain's defences and a position of armed 


neutrality. 


@ Anend to overseas aid and the allocation of the money saved to 
the financing of repatriation and greater help for the needy at 


home. 


@ The crushing of the IRA, the termination of the Anglo-Irish Agree- 
ment and firm support for the loyalist majority in Northern Ireland. 
Repeal of the laws permitting homosexuality and abortion (except 
where the latter is the result of rape or necessary on medical 
grounds), the wiping out of AIDS and a return to healthy moral 
‘values aimed at strengthening the family and community.
